to break up the crust, but. not enough 
to 
obliterate 
the furrows. 
The 
fur­ 
rows 
were then 
opened 
again by the 
implement which first made 
t h e m — a n d 
the j o b was done. 
It was my first at­ 
tempt 
at sowing 
melilotus 
seed, .but 
the stand was perfect and the crop was 
great. 


I shall expect the first objection t o 
the foregoing to be that " M e l i l o t u s is 
not a good winter crop becnuse it makes

County Tax Rate 


Actual Reduction About Four Cents 
on the Hundred Dollars—Bequests of 
Department Chiefs Heavily Pruned 
by Board of Supervisors—One Cent 
For Flood Control Levied. 


An analysis of the tax rate adopted 
Monday by the board of supervisors 
for the coming year, bhows that a re­ 
duction of 10V& cents from last year 
was made in the rate for general coun­ 
ty expenses, but the increase in assess­ 
ment will to a certain extent 
offset 
this reduction. In other words, the 
actual rate 
reduction 
corresponds to 
about 4 cents on each $ 1 0 0 of valua­ 
tion. » 


Each one cent in rate this year raises 
$79,778, and the 5 2 cents will raise 
$4,149,01(5. 
Last year the G2VJ 
cents 
raised 
$4,440,295. 


In making up the budget the super­ 
visors pruned the requests from the 
various county departments from $5,- 


126,172.85 to $3,526,338.95, and planned 
on a total revenue, including products 
of the county farm, fees of the county 
hospital, and sale of cement from the 
plant leased from the city at Monolith, 
of $1,154,394. 


The improvements provided for in 
the budget 
will 
cost 
approximately 
$447,162.34, including new buildings at 
the county hospital. 


A levy of one cent for flood control 
purposes was levied over all the coun­ 
ty except a portion of the Antelope 
valley, and this, added to the county, 
school and city rate of $1.45, makes a 
total of $2.93 to be levied this year on 
property in Los Angeles city.

The school is uni­ 
que in that it is devoted exclusively to 
furnishing 
ideal living and growing 
conditions for children from two to 
ten ^ e a r s of age, and treats as a part 
of education all the activities of daily 
life. 


In matters educational Et. Rev. Jos­ 
eph H.' Johnson, bishop of Los Angeles, 
has long been recognized as one of the 
most liberal, far-sighted churchmen of 
his time. His schools for the secondary 
education of boys and girls bear an en­ 
viable reputation for modern and high­ 
ly accredited work. It is therefore in 
keeping with his policy that we find 
his name lending authority to a new 
school for the elementary education of 
young children which is in many re­ 
spects unique. 


It is not only in the educational 
methods with the children that 
this 
school varies from the conventional, 
but in the service it is designed to ren­ 
der the community. 
The Episcopal 
church has always stood strongly for 
the church school offering 
secondary 
education to children from 8 to 1 0 
years up, but heretofore neither it nor 
the 
Protestant 
denominations 
have 
made any provision for the very young 
child needing the services of a well- 
ordered home, a trained mother and 
expert teachers, and able to pay for 
same. 
Fathers left 
with 
motherless 
children, mothers ill and in need of a 
respite 
from 
responsibility, 
mothers 
engaged in the various arts and .profes-. 
sions, the tourist who comes here for 
her health, all must depend upon the 
kindly offices of relatives, such semi- 
trained help as can be hired, or turn 
to convent or semi charity schools for 
the child under the age usually admit­ 
ted by boarding schools.

How Llmpata 8tlck 


Every one is familinr with the saying 
"to stick like a limpet." but there are 
not so many who know how it is that 
a limpet Is able to stick as it does to 
The rocks upou which it passes its ex­ 
istence. The creature is able, by means 
of the central 
portion of its body, 
which can be raised independently of 
the edge or frill which surrounds i t 
to create a vacuum, much In the same 
way that a piece of soft wet leather 
can be made to adhere to a smooth 
surface by pressing out all the air. 
Vhus the so called •'strength" of the 
limpet Is largely dne to atmospheric 
pressure. It Is not entirely so, how­ 
ever, for If they are closely examined 
it will be seen that the shells accom­ 
modate themselves around the edges to 
the surface of tbe rock upon which the 
limpet Is located, and if removed to 
another spot the edge of the shell will 
probably be found to be a very bad fit 
and the creature's power of adhesion 
somewhat lessened. If taken by sur­ 
prise with a smurt sidelong blow even 
a largo limpet is enslly enough dis­ 
lodged; but, given the slightest warn­ 
ing, its power of suction is instantly 
brought Into play, and very often con­ 
siderable force Is thou necessary ere it 
can be detached;—London Mail.

An Early 
Airship. 


We are told by Peter Farley, -who 
wrote as an eyewitness, that In Au­ 
gust, 1S35, the airship Eagle was offi­ 
cially advertised to sail from London 
with government dispatches and pas­ 
sengers for Paris and to establish di­ 
rect communication between the capi­ 
tals of Europe. 
This early type of air­ 
ship was lfi<) feet long, fifty feet high 
and forty feet wide, and she lay in the 
dockyard of the Aeronautical society 
in Victoria road, near Kensington gar­ 
dens, then rjuite a rural spot. Built to 
bold an abundant supply of gas, she 
was covered with oiled lawn arid car­ 
ried a frame seventy-five feet long and 
seven feet high, with a cabin secured 
by ropes to the balloon. An immense 
rudder and wings or fins on each side 
for purposes of propulsion completed 
her fittings. The deck vraB guarded by 
netting. After all this preparation and 
advertisement the Eagle never got be­ 
yond Victoria road, for Count Lennox 
and bis assistants failed to provide the 
necessary 
motive 
power. — London 
Standard. 


A Peruvian River of Horror.

Fiah That Sing. 


There is a fish called the butterman, 
which is found off the Scottish coast 
This fish, which is fat and comfortable 
looking, about a foot long as a rule, 
makes a distinct hooting noise from 
the back of bis throat when landed in 
a net or caught on a long line. A net­ 
ful of these fish, though they are rather 
rare, is sometimes caught, and when 
they are hauled in the chorus of sharp, 
siren-like hoots is very startling to a 
stranger. 


But in Ceylon there 1B a shellfish, a 
kind of mussel, which positively sings. 
I n still weather when the water has 
ebbed away from the mussel beds for 
a few hours these shellfish can be heard 
producing a long, low, fluty sound. 
How they do it no one knows, but they 
make a quite distinct attempt at sing­ 
ing, and as they have no throats they 
must produce the sound by some ma­ 
nipulation of their double shells.—Lon­ 
don Globe.

Auto Plunges Over 
San Gabriel Pecipice 


Xos Angeles Man Terribly Injured 
^ When Machine Drops One Hundred 
and Fifty Feet-From Elevated Can­ 
yon Road—lies in Critical Condition 
at Monrovia Hospital. 


With his chin torn from his face, 
his scalp almost entirely ripped off, his 
tongue bitten in two, and his nose 
crushed, Arthur W. Lord, 28 years old, 
of Los Angeles, is in a most critical 
condition 
in 
the 
Haberi( 
hospital 
at 
Monrovia. 
The remarkable 
thing 
is that he is alive at all, for he plunged 
headfirst into a rocky crevice near the 
bottom of San Gabriel canyon Monday 
afternoon after a drop of-150 feet from 
the road above. Ho was hurled from 
his automobile," which slipped 
back­ 
wards off the canyon road when his 
brakes refused to hold. 


The accident happened about three- 
quarters of a mile above the San Ga­ 
briel power house. 
Mr. Lord, his fa­ 
ther, William Lord, and mother were 
motoring up-the canyon, and at a dan­ 
gerous place in the road the son nnd 
mother got out while the father steer­ 
ed, the machine around a bad curve. 
Seeing the brakes slip, the young man 
• jumped into the car to help his father. 
Tho elder man jumped from the ma­ 
chine as it fell over the cliff with the 
son in it. 


Whirling over and over, the auto­ 
mobile and its occupant crashed down 
the almost perpendicular side of the 
canyon. At 150 down the young man 
-was shot from the car and landed on 
his head in a crevice 
between two 
boulders. 
So ste-op is the canyon side 
that two men had to be lowered over 
the edge of the cliff by ropes to rescue 
Mr. Lord. 


Attending physicians declare he has 
a chance for recovery if he withstands 
the terrible shock and considerable loss 
of blood. Though he has had a concus­ 
sion of the brain, his skull is not frac­ 
tured. One hundred stitches were nec­ 
essary to close his wounds, the doctors 
•working over his three hours. 


Dr. McGee happened to be passing 
shortly after the accident and rendered 
first aid to the victim, who was later 
rushed, to Monrovia in the 
Renaker 
Company ambulance and operated up­ 
on.

Rope ta sold by the pound, so there 
Is a l w a y s the temptation for a dishon­ 
est manufacturer to "load" bis product 
with an excess of oil or other material 
or to m a k e the coll a trifle s h o r t T h o 
consumer then pays the full rope price 
for oil, etc. Then. too. much s o called 
manlla 
contains a percentage of in­ 
ferior 
fiber 
such as sisal a n d h a s 
neither the strength nor wearing qual­ 
ities that It should. 
Tensile- tests d o 
not tell the story, for some of the adul­ 
terants ore almost a s strong a s manlla, 
but the strength of poor rope falls off 
rapidly with use. 


Open the strands and look a t the In­ 
side of au old rope for signs of wear, 
as it wears faster there than on t h e 
outside. 
W h e n a rope passes over the 
sheave of a block or around a cleat the 
strands slide a little on each other, and 
the inner fibers gradually pulverize. 


Good manlla 
fiber is light colored, 
fine, allay and strong. Rope made from 
it Is smooth, with f e w ends of fiber 
sticking o u t — O u t i n g .

An Early Ironclad. 


Many people Imagine that the first 
armored ship w a s the "iron cased frig­ 
ate" 
Gloria, launchod for tbe French 
navy in 1857, yet, according to the Pop­ 
ular Science Monthly, the Dutch built 
an armored vessel nearly 300 years ear­ 
lier. 
That w a s in 1585, when Antwerp 
was besieged by the Spaniards. T h e 
Dutch took one of tbclr biggest ships, 
cut her down and erected on the deck 
a 
battery with armored and sloping' 
sides, within which tbey mounted eight 
of the heaviest guns the factories of 
t h e day could produce. 
T h e roof of 
the battery formed a n armored breast­ 
work for men armed w i t h 
crossbows 
and shotguns, and there were gratings 
in the roof to provide ventilation for 
the battery 
below. 
A contemporary 
picture of the Finis Belli, a s she w a s 
called, bears a striking resemblance to 
the Merrlrnac, which w a s designed and 
built on precisely the s a m e principles. 


Tendency Is What Counts. 


Of course there can be no such thing 
as perfection i n this vale of tears, but 
the man w h o turns his back upon it on 
that account hasn't good common sense. 
The man w h o is low down and tending 
upward is nearer perfection than the 
man w h o i s high up and tending down­ 
ward.

T h e m e t h o d of s w a l l o w i n g i s a very 
simple o n e r although If t b e frog b e 
large more than half a n hour m a y be 
consumed In the process. 
T h e t w o 
bones of the lower j a w are separate 
and capable of independent movement, 
so the reptile loosens Its hold upon one 
side of its jaw, and, pushing that side 
forward as far as possible, it drives the 
teeth In again and draws the j a w back 
to Its original position. 
The result is 
that the prey is drawn down b y the 
movement. 
Tbe process is then repeat­ 
ed by the other half of the jaw, thus 
inevitably 
forcing the victim inward. 
T h e snake's skin stretches enormously, 
and the Jaw Is.' of course, dislocated, 
but the extensible ligaments hold t b e 
bones together.
